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PURPOSE: To provide a pachinko game machine by 
which shooting and stopping of a game ball become 
impossible simultaneously with the determination of a hit. 

CONSTITUTION: When a shooting handle switch 52 is 
turned on, a central control circuit 12 outputs a signal to 
a preset timer 14. a random number value of a random 
number generator 16 at this time is preset in the preset 
timer 14. The preset timer 14 counts down this random 
number value on the basis of a clock signal from a clock 
generator 18, and outputs a time-up signal to the central 
control circuit 12 in the timing becoming zero. The 
central control circuit 1 2 sends out an output signal, and 
starts shooting of a game ball by driving a motor M. 
Therefore, even if a player tries to shoot the game ball in 
such a manner as to be adjusted to the hit making 
timing, it follows that the game ball is shot after a delay 
by a random number value.

CLAIMS 
[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Winning a prize of a discharge switch of a game ball, a launcher which discharges a 
game ball to the game board by ON of this discharge switch, and a game ball to winning-a-prize 
opening, Or have a hit decision means to determine whether it is a hit as the bottom of 
predetermined probability by passage of a game ball of the start-up gate, and it sets to a 
******** game machine which provides a game person with profit **** actuation in a hit. A 
******** game machine characterized by having a delay setting-out means to be in 
predetermined time and to set up a time delay at random to discharge initiation of a game ball of 
a launcher by ON of this discharge switch. 

[Claim 2] Winning a prize of a discharge switch of a game ball, a launcher which stops discharge 
of a game ball more off [ this discharge switch ], and a game ball to winning-a-prize opening, Or 
have a hit decision means to determine whether it is a hit as the bottom of predetermined 
probability by passage of a game ball of the start-up gate, and it sets to a ******** game 
machine which provides a game person with profit **** actuation in a hit. A ******** game 
machine characterized by having a delay setting-out means to be in predetermined time and to 
set up a time delay at random to aborted firing of a game ball of a launcher twisted off [ this 
discharge switch ]. 

[Claim 3] In a ******** game machine which has an accessory which switches and offers a 
discharge switch of a game ball, a launcher which discharges a game ball to the game board by 
ON of this discharge switch, and the condition of being easy to win a prize at a fixed speed and a 
difficult condition of winning a prize A ******** game machine characterized by having a delay 
setting-out means to be in predetermined time and to set up a time delay at random to 
discharge initiation of a game ball of a launcher by ON of this discharge switch. 
[Claim 4] The ******** game machine carry out having had a delay setting-out means are in 
predetermined time and set up a time delay at random to the aborted firing of the game ball of 
the launcher which twists off [ this discharge switch ] in the ******** game machine which has 
the accessory which switches and offers a discharge switch of a game ball, the launcher which 
stops discharge of a game ball more off [ this discharge switch ], and the condition are easy to 
win a prize at a fixed speed and the difficult condition of winning a prize as the feature. 
[Claim 5] A discharge switch of a game ball, a launcher which discharges a game ball to the game 
board, and a speed regulating device which will be fired by this fixed speed if discharge speed of 
this launcher is accelerated by ON of this discharge switch and constant speed is reached, In a 
******** game machine which has a hit decision means to determine whether it is a hit as the 
bottom of predetermined probability by passage of winning a prize of a game ball to winning-a- 
prize opening, or a game ball of the start-up gate, and provides a game person with profit **** 
actuation in a hit A ******** game machine characterized by having an acceleration setting-out 
means to set up acceleration of a launcher controlled by this speed regulating device, and an 
acceleration selection means to choose one of two or more acceleration at random as 
acceleration set up by said acceleration setting-out means. 

[Claim 6] A discharge switch of a game ball, a launcher which discharges a game ball to the game 
board, and a speed regulating device which slows down discharge speed of this launcher more off 
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[ this discharge switch ], and is stopped, In a ******** game machine which has a hit decision 
means to determine whether it is a hit as the bottom of predetermined probability by passage of 
winning a prize of a game ball to winning-a-prize opening, or a game ball of the start-up gate, 
and provides a game person with profit **** actuation in a hit A ******** game machine 
characterized by having a decelerating setting-out means to set up deceleration of said launcher 
controlled by this speed regulating device, and a decelerating selection means to choose one of 
two or more deceleration at random as deceleration set up by said decelerating setting-out 
means. 

[Claim 7] A detection means to detect passage of winning a prize of a game ball to winning-a- 
prize opening, or a game ball of the start-up gate, In a ******** game machine which has a hit 
decision means to determine whether it is a hit as the bottom of predetermined probability based 
on detection of a game ball with this detection means, and provides a game person with profit 
**** actuation in a hit A ******** game machine characterized by having a delay setting-out 
means to set up two or more time delays to decision initiation of being a hit of a hit decision 
means based on detection of a game ball with this detection means, and a time delay switch 
means which switches a time delay by said delay setting-out means.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] Especially this invention relates to the ******** game machine with 
which discharge of a game ball is performed after a certain time delay about a ******** game 
machine. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Drawing 8 shows the ******** game machine. The discharge 
handle 50 is attached in the transverse plane of a ******** game machine, and the discharge 
handle switch 52 is formed in the interior of the discharge handle 50. And the aborted firing knob 
54 for making this discharge handle 50 stop discharge of a game ball is arranged. On the other 
hand, the touch sensor 56 for detecting that a game person's hand is touching this discharge 
handle 50 is formed above the discharge handle 50. By rotating this discharge handle 50 
clockwise, a game machine is hammered out from the launcher which is not illustrated and it 
shows around along with a guide rail 76 at the game board 70. Moreover, while receiving 
expenditure of awarded balls under the game board, the upper pan 60 to which it shows a game 
ball is attached in the launcher, under this upper pan 60, it shows around through the free 
passage section which does not illustrate the game ball of this upper pan 60, and the lower pan 
58 for storing is formed. The MANTAN switch 59 for preventing a game ball's filling and 
overflowing to this lower pan 58, under this lower pan 58 is arranged. On the other hand, the top 
tank 72 for holding the game ball for awarded balls is formed in the up rear face of this ******** 
game machine, and a top tank sky switch 74 for detecting the empty of the top tank 72 is 
attached in the lower part of the this top tank 72. 

[0003] Here, the circuit concerning the conventional technology of the launcher of the ******** 
game machine shown in drawin g 8 is explained with reference to drawin g 9 . The motor M which 
drives a launcher receives supply of power from AC power 96 of 24V through the above- 
mentioned man tongue switch 59, the touch switch 57 driven with a touch sensor 56, a top tank 
sky switch 74, and the discharge handle switch 52. Moreover, the external-control relay 92 is 
connected between this Motor M and power supply 96. By turning on all switches, this motor M 
is set up so that the game ball of per minute 100 shots may be discharged. 
[0004] This ******** game machine is called the so-called seven machine, and by winning a 
prize of specific start-up opening, pattern fluctuation equipment 80 starts fluctuation, by 
stopping in a predetermined pattern (hit), predetermined time disconnection of the large winning- 
a-prize opening 82 is carried out, and it offers the condition that a game ball tends [ very ] to 
win a prize. In order to make the hit decision of pattern fluctuation equipment 80 by processing 
of the microcomputer which is not illustrated and to generate a hit in fixed probability, The coma 
(for example, 258 coma) of a predetermined number is set as a counter (not shown). It is what 
determines a hit and HAZURE, considering any of this coma as a hit, and determining them (for 
example, 3rd coma), and applying interruption to the coma of the above-mentioned counter to 
the timing to which the game ball won a prize of specific start-up opening. For example, to the 
timing to which interruption was applied, when the 2nd coma is chosen, it becomes HAZURE, and 
it becomes a hit when another side and the 3rd coma are chosen. Moreover, this microcomputer 
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is performing various control action other than the decision of a hit and HAZURE mentioned 

above according to the written-in program, such as burning of a lamp. 

[0005] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] In order [ to start-up opening with which the game 
ball discharged from the launcher makes fluctuation of pattern fluctuation equipment 80 enter 
into interference of a nail etc. after a carrier beam ] to win a prize, winning a prize is generated 
at random, and the decision of hit HAZURE by the above-mentioned microcomputer is made for 
it to be made to generate in the fixed probability by which setting out was carried out [ above- 
mentioned ]. However, making a hit generate in high probability unfairly from timing, such as 
burning of a lamp, by taking the counter of decision and a synchronization for the timing of a 
microcomputer of operation per a readout and above is performed now. Generally the equipment 
for taking a synchronization is called a somesthesis machine, and if an operator inputs timing, 
such as burning of a predetermined lamp, by pushing a switch, the timing of a microcomputer of 
operation is read, and when coming to the 3rd coma which is a coma of a hit of the inside around 
which 258 coma of the counter mentioned above goes, it will generate an oscillation. An operator 
can generate a hit in high probability after discharging a game ball to compensate for this 
oscillation by the comparison with the number of game balls discharged by avoiding discharge of 
the game ball in a low probability condition relatively by stopping discharge promptly. Moreover, 
also in the ******** game machine which does not have the above-mentioned pattern 
fluctuation equipment 80, when there were some which carry out uniform motion among 
accessories, by what a game is played for, taking this accessory and synchronization (for 
example, a game ball is discharged according to the timing which an accessory opens), it could 
do in ** which performs a game advantageously, and had become the hindrance of a fair game 
from other general game persons. 

[0006] The place which it is made in order that this invention may solve the technical problem 
mentioned above, and is made into the object is to offer the ******** game machine which 
cannot perform discharge and a halt of a game ball so that the decision and a synchronization of 
a hit may be taken. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned object, this invention is 
set in the 1st mode. A discharge switch of a game ball, Winning a prize of a launcher which 
discharges a game ball to the game board by ON of this discharge switch, and a game ball to 
winning-a-prize opening, Or it has a hit decision means to determine whether it is a hit as the 
bottom of predetermined probability by passage of a game ball of the start-up gate. It is 
characterized by having a delay setting-out means to be the ******** game machine which 
provides a game person with profit **** actuation, to be in predetermined time and to set up a 
time delay at random to discharge initiation of a game ball of a launcher by ON of this discharge 
switch in a hit.
